By the former is meant the uncovering of the secret ink message insofar 
as a word or letter here and there is concerned. On the other hand the 
development of secret ink is the "bringing up" of the entire message 
either temporarily or.permanently to’ the extent that the message in its 
entirety can be photographed. 


The schene as you will see is divided into three sections. 
The first section deals with the detection and development of secret ink 
by methods which will not alter the original appearance of the document 
in any way. The second section deals with the detection and development 
of secret ink by the application of certain chemical reagents or methods 
of detection to the paper. Such reacents will leave at most only faint 
visible traces of their application, the type of paper in the letter 
being the determining factor... In the third section is included those 
chemical reagents and methods for the development of secret inks which 
will permanently stain the paper. 


SHOTION T 


This section, of course, will include those preliminary observa-— 
tions of the document which aid the examiner in the further testing of 
the document. Such observations are as. follows; 


I. Visual examination under ordinary light. 

A. Hxamination of text of letter for secret ink 
code names and signal devices. 

B. Examination of text of letter for its content. 

Ce. ixamination of paper by hand lens for signs of 
discoloration, surface fiber disturbance, indenta— 
tions and of the characters in the visible text 
for signs of feathering, the double ink method 
and the supercharging method of secret writing.

The ultraviolet light is the first testing method in this sec- 
tion. It has no effect on the document. Obviously the enemy is not 
soing to employ materials which are known to fluoresce, consequently, the 
chief use of this light either alone or in conjunction with chemicals is 
as a means of detection for secret ink. It is difficult to prepare a 
list of the enemy secret inks which can be detected by this method since 
there are many variables which must be taken into consideration. An out- 
lined discussion follows: 


I. Variables in the detection of secret ink by the 
ultraviolet licht. 
A. The material used as the secret ink. 
1. For detection by this method the material 
must either 
| (a) Fluoresce by reflecting the ultraviolet 
rays (true fluorescence)
